Leaksville  High  School  Building 
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HISTORY  OF  LEAKSVILLE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  history  of  Leaksville  High  School  as  a  state  public  institution  begins  in  1917. 
It  succeeded  the  former  Leaksville-Spray  Institute,  which  had  played  a  very  important 
part  in  the  life  of  the  community  since  1905,  when  it  first  opened  its  doors  for  students. 

The  history  of  the  Leaksville-Spray  Institute  is  a  most  interesting  one.  Members  of 
the  Leaksville  Baptist  Church  conceived  the  idea  that  there  ought  to  be  a  Baptist 
secondary  school  in  this  part  of  the  state.  Just  as  soon  as  Bethel  Hill  Institute  burned,  of 
which  Reverend  J.  A.  Beam  was  principal,  his  service  was  sought  and  secured  for  this 
school  in  this  community.  Work  was  soon  started,  and  the  bviilding  began  to  take 
shape.  This  resulted  in  the  construction  of  two  buildings  the  first  year.  The  Leaksville- 
Spray  Institute  opened  the  fall  of  1905  with  about  a  hundred  students.  Mr.  J.  A.  Beam 
was  in  charge,  assisted  by  his  wife.  He  was  in  charge  for  four  years.  Those  assisting  in 
teaching  were  as  follows:  Professor  McComic,  in  charge  of  the  commercial  department; 
Reverend  W.  Raleigh  White,  director  in  vocal  music;  Miss  Mozelle  Stringfield,  teacher 
of  instrumental  music;  Reverend  W.  E.  Goode,  assistant  principal  and  teacher  of  mathe- 
matics, English,  and  history;  and  Miss  Maud  Woody,  primary  teacher. 

During  the  second  year  a  boys'  dormitory  was  erected.  With  the  increased  number 
of  students  the  school  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  Baptist  schools  in  the  state. 
A  number  of  students  finished  the  prescribed  course  and  took  further  training  in 
colleges  and  seminaries.  Many  who  graduated  from  the  Institute  have  become  prominent 
in  various  fields  of  business  and  professions. 

Mr.  Beam  was  followed  by  Mr.  Whitehead,  of  South  Carolina,  as  principal.  He  was 
here  for  a  year  and  a  half.  Reverend  S.  J.  Beeker  followed  Mr.  Whitehead.  He  served 
for  two  years  and  a  half.  The  school  was  then  closed  for  one  year.  When  it  opened 
in  1914,  Mr.  C.  M.  Beach  was  in  charge.  He  was  here  from  1914  to  1917,  when  the 
buildings  were  closed  permanently  as  a  Baptist  school. 

After  the  Institute  closed,  the  state  and  local  public  school  district  operated  a  public 
high  school  for  the  benefit  of  the  community.  The  Institute  buildings  were  rented  for 
this  purpose.  Mr.  P.  H.  Gwynn  served  as  superintendent  of  the  schools  from  .1917  to 
1920.  Mr.  J.  Minor  Gwynn,  his  son,  served  as  principal  of  the  high  school  during  the 
year  1919-1920.  Statistics  for  that  year  show  that  there  were  four  graduates. 

In  1920  Mr.  Ralph  Sullivan  was  elected  superintendent  of  the  Leaksville  Schools  and 
Miss  Martha  Blakeney  (Mrs.  L.  H.  Hodges)  was  elected  principal  of  the  high  school. 
The  board  continued  to  rent  the  buildings  where  the  Leaksville-Spray  Institute  was 
formerly  conducted. 

In  the  spring  of  1921  the  County  Board  of  Education  consolidated  all  schools  in 
Leaksville  Township  into  one  school  district.  There  had  been  seven  districts  for  white 
pupils  and  five  districts  for  negro  pupils.  Immediately  after  the  consolidation  of  the 
school,  the  people  voted  a  special  school  tax  of  30  cents  on  the  hundred  dollar  valuation 
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of  property.  Mr.  James  E.  Holmes,  who  for  two  years  had  been  superintendent  of  the 
Spray  schools,  was  elected  superintendent  of  the  newly  consolidated  district.  Mr.  C.  H. 
Weatherly  was  elected  principal  of  the  Leaksville  High  School.  Both  men  have  con- 
tinuously served  in  the  above  named  capacity  since  their  election. 

In  1931  an  entirely  new  school  plant  was  built.  This  school  was  built  on  the  site  of 
the  old  one.  It  has  many  improvements  over  the  old.  Many  new  courses  are  now  offered. 
Among  them  are,  physics,  chemistry,  biology,  Spanish,  home  economics,  and  a  full 
commercial  course.  Other  improvements  are,  individual  lockers,  shower  and  locker 
rooms,  a  good  gymnasium,  a  cafeteria,  where  lunches  brought  from  home  may  be  eaten 
as  well  as  those  bought  in  the  cafeteria.  The  gymnasium  and  left  wing  of  the  present 
building  are  parts  of  the  old  Leaksville-Spray  Institute,  which  were  joined  to  the  new 
building. 

The  school  no  longer  is  dependent  on  the  janitor  to  ring  the  bells.  This  is  attended 
to  by  a  system  of  electric  clocks,  gongs,  and  bells.  In  consequence,  there  is  more 
punctuality  and  the  whole  system  of  order  runs  smoothly. 

The  school  has  three  excellently  equipped  science  laboratories.  The  Home  Economics 
suite  is  a  model  for  any  school  to  copy  with  pride;  and  the  auditorium,  with  its  bowl 
floor  and  excellent  stage,  is  the  equal  of  any. 

Probably  no  school  in  North  Carolina  has  had  such  a  phenomenal  growth  as  Leaks- 
ville High  School.  Many  of  its  graduates  have  gone  to  college,  some  of  whom  have 
made  enviable  records  in  scholarship  and  athletics.  Many  of  these  graduates  are  today 
holding  responsible  positions  in  the  professional  and  business  world.

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CLASS  HISTORY 

One  bright  September  morning  in  1933  two  hundred  fifty-four  Freshmen  gathered 
at  Leaksville  High  School,  prepared  for  four  long  years  of  study  and  work  together. 
Having  registered  a  few  days  before,  they  found  their  places  with  little  difficulty.  The 
main  decision  to  be  made  was  whether  to  take  Latin  or  geography.  The  teachers  were 
very  kind  and  thoughtful  in  helping  the  pupils  to  become  accustomed  to  high  school 
life.  A  few  months  later  the  class  chose  Helen  Williams  to  be  leader  for  the  first  year. 
Soon  the  students  joined  clubs  and  took  active  parts  in  athletics.  The  teachers  had  a 
policy  of  making  them  study  so  that  they  would  not  be  green  Freshmen  again.  Eight 
months  passed  very  rapidly  and  the  school  activities  were  stopped  for  a  short  while. 

In  the  fall  of  1934  one  hundred  sixty-nine  of  the  comrades  returned  from  vacation 
time  determined  to  work  harder  than  ever.  In  the  case  of  some,  these  resolutions  were 
carried  out  for  about  three  days.  This  year  the  class  did  its  part  in  helping  initiate  the 
Freshmen.  Phillip  Osborne  was  selected  to  lead  the  band.  While  algebra  proved  to  be 
the  "Jonah"  for  some,  Caesar  brought  many  to  their  "Waterloo."  The  sophisticated 
Sophomores  possessed  more  school  spirit  than  they  had  shown  during  the  former  year. 
One  of  the  causes  for  this  may  have  been  the  fact  that  the  members  of  the  class  had 
gained  experience  and  knowledge.  Some  members  became  prominent  in  the  extra-curric- 
ular activities  of  school.  The  class  as  a  whole  did  not  have  a  social  during  this  year. 
Once  again  the  time  came  for  the  members  of  the  class  to  be  separated  for  four  months. 

One  hundred  fifty-seven  of  the  faithful  band  returned  in  the  fall  of  193  5  to  become 
Juniors.  Indeed,  the  class  felt  like  "Jolly  Juniors."  They  had  learned  both  to  work  and 
to  play  at  school.  Some  had  found  the  way  long  and  tedious,  and  so  decided  to  quit 
school.  On  the  other  hand,  the  members  of  the  group  who  studied  and  worked  achieved 
knowledge.  When  the  class  met  to  select  another  leader  for  the  group,  Luther  Hodges 
was  chosen.  In  this  capacity  he  served  most  efficiently.  Each  member  of  the  group 
was  proud  to  announce  to  the  whole  world  that  he  belonged  to  the  class  of  '37.  My, 
but  they  felt  their  importance!   They  studied,  they  worked,  and  they  played. 

In  the  future,  the  social  events  of  the  Junior  year  will  be  remembered.  In  November 
a  very  enjoyable  weiner  roast  was  held  at  the  Rock  Crusher.  On  April  17  came  the 
long  hoped-for  Junior-Senior  Banquet,  which  was  given  as  a  Radio  Broadcast.  After 
the  banquet  many  attended  the  dance  given  at  the  Community  Clubhouse.  Several 
weeks  later  the  Juniors  had  a  party  at  the  Clubhouse.  During  the  remaining  weeks  of 
school,  the  different  clubs  had  socials  which  brought  added  gayety  and  happiness  to  the 
happy  year.  Examinations  and  Commencement  brought  to  an  end  another  year. 

As  one  hundred  and  twenty  returned  for  the  fourth  year  there  was  a  degree  of  sad- 
ness within  their  hearts  because  not  half  of  the  band  was  enrolled.  Realizing  that  this 
was  their  last  chance  to  make  reputations  at  dear  old  Leaksville  High  School,  the  digni- 
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having  a  capable  leader  at  the  head  of  the  group.  Again  Luther  Hodges  was  chosen 
leader  for  this  position.  Helen  Williams  and  John  Hampton  were  selected  to  be  his 
co-workers. 

The  fall  was  not  of  great  importance  to  the  whole  class.  Several  weeks  before  Christ- 
mas, the  rings  arrived.  By  these  small  bands  of  gold  the  members  of  the  class  felt  more 
closely  tied  to  each  other.  As  spring  approached  they  met  many  times  to  discuss 
business  affairs  and  to  make  preparation  for  Commencement.  Class  colors,  a  flower,  a 
motto,  and  a  class  mascot  were  selected.  By  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  class  the  Seniors 
decided  to  publish  a  year-book  to  take  the  place  of  the  annual  edition  of  the  newspaper. 
For  a  name,  "The  Pilot,"  submitted  by  Bland  Hunnicutt,  was  chosen. 

During  the  four  years,  the  work  has  often  been  difficult.  Because  of  this,  many  have 
fallen  by  the  wayside.  Seven  or  eight  new  comrades  have  been  added,  coming  to  us 
from  other  high  schools.  Some  of  these  have  been  outstanding  students.  Even  though 
the  class  is  not  the  largest  that  has  graduated  from  Leaksville  High  School,  it  is,  perhaps, 
one  of  the  best.  The  class  as  a  whole  has  done  very  commendable  work,  twenty-two  of 
the  group  having  averaged  above  ninety  for  the  four  years  are  honor  graduates.  The 
Valedictorian  with  an  average  of  97.02  stands  at  the  head  of  the  class  and  has  an 
average  surpassed  by  no  Valedictorian  of  this  school.  After  four  long  years  the  goal 
has  been  attained.  Commencement  time  is  at  hand.  One  hundred-six  of  the  class, 
having  finished  the  course  set  before  them,  face  a  promising  future.

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FOOTBALL  TEAM  OF  1937  HAS  GOOD  YEAR 

Leaksville  High  School  did  not  win  any  of  the  honors  which  are  bestowed  upon  the 
best  teams  of  the  state,  but  the  squad  had  a  fine  season.  To  our  credit  came  the  winning 
of  games  against  many  strong  and  undefeated  teams  not  only  in  North  Carolina,  but  in 
Virginia  also. 

After  a  few  weeks  of  practice  we  made  a  trip  to  Winston-Salem.  To  her  misfortune 
she  lost  without  even  scoring  a  point.  The  L.eaksville  boys  came  home  with  the  victory, 
having  won  13  to  0. 

Our  next  trip  was  to  Danville  to  play  George  Washington  High  School.  Upon  our 
arrival,  we  were  greeted  by  shouting  cheer  leaders  and  a  band  loudly  playing  the  school 
anthem.  As  the  team  took  their  places  on  the  field  for  the  kick-off,  the  boos  sounded 
like  thunder.  At  the  end  of  the  half,  the  score  was  tied  0-0,  no  one  having  scored  as 
yet.  Then  came  the  surprise  —  our  boys  simply  ran  away  with  them.  Slowly  the  cheers 
turned  to  sighs  and  moans;  from  then  to  the  close  of  the  game  there  was  a  hush.  The 
ending  score  was  13-0  in  our  favor.  This  was  the  first  defeat  for  George  Washington 
High  School  in  three  years. 

Madison  came  to  Leaksville  to  Dixon  Memorial  Park  for  the  next  game.  The  game 
was  won  easily  with  a  score  of  12-0  in  our  favor. 

Following  this  victory,  came  the  first  conference  game.  Our  opponent  was  Mount 
Airy,  the  game  being  played  at  the  home  park.  Owing  to  the  toughness  of  the  team 
we  were  hardly  able  to  stay  in  the  game.  At  the  end  of  the  first  half  the  score  was' 
7-0  in  their  favor,  but  toward  the  end,  luck  seemed  to  be  with  us  and  the  final  score 
was  13-13. 

Thomasville  High  School  came  to  meet  us  here  for  the  next  game.  This  game  is 
an  unforgetable  one  because  of  the  terrible  weather.  Due  to  the  constant  rain  and  the 
mud,  our  passing  attack  was  almost  futile.  After  a  whole  game  of  playing,  sliding, 
splashing,  and  fighting,  the  score  remaind  as  it  was  at  the  first  whistle,  0-0. 

We  went  to  Spencer  for  our  next  game,  to  play  those  dreadful  "Railroaders."  Due 
to  some  faults  and  misunderstandings,  they  made  thirteen  points  and  we  made  nothing 
in  the  first  half.  At  the  starting  of  the  last  half  a  heated  argument  arose,  and  after 
much  discussion,  the  game  was  forfeited. 

It  was  decided  that  we  meet  Reidsville  at  the  World  War  Memorial  Stadium,  in 
Greensboro,  for  the  next  game.  The  ending  score  was  19-7  in  their  behalf.  This  was  a 
hard-fought  game  which  required  courage  and  determination,  and  as  a  result  of  the 
showing  of  these  traits  some  of  our  boys  gained  recognition  as  good  players. 

Later  we  went  to  Mills  Home  Orphanage  at  Thomasville,  expecting  a  hard  game. 
This  was  the  second  cold,  rainy,  slippery  game.  The  ending  score,  after  a  sweeping 
defeat,  was  33-0  to  their  credit.
